She recalls that the first 
girl born in Coleman was a 
Smith and that the first boy was 
her brother who was then named 
Robert Coleman Larrigan. The 
third baby born in Coleman was 
Alma Laurisson whose father 
was killed in the mine when she 
was 5 years old. As there was 
no undertaker at the time, the 
funeral was arranged by Mrs. 
Fauvilles mother and wreaths 
were made of wild flowers gath¬ 
ered by youngsters about town. 

The town was mainly shacks 
during her youth and did not 
keep out the elements too suc¬ 
cessfully. The winters were quite 
severe and the contents of pots 
on the stove were usually frozen 
winter mornings. Her home wss 
arranged with bunks as her par¬ 
ents had the only bed. Goods 
were so hard to be brought In 
that nothing better could be 
had. 

The first school was the house 
in the school yard now occupied 
by Harry Holmes. As the town 
became more populated, school 
was held in apartments in the 
Cameron block. Miss Alcott, now 
Mrs. Alex Morrison was Mrs. 
Fauville’s first teacher In the 
public school. 

The first doctor in Coleman 
was Dr. Porter who was later 
followed by Dr. Ross and Dr. 
Conley. Dr. Ross acted as dentist 
also. The first minister was Rev. 
Murray who rode horse-back to 
the logging camps to bring the 
gospel to the rough lumberjacks. 
Mr. Knowles had the first black¬ 
smith shop in Coleman. That 
was in second street. 

Mr. Ford was the town police¬ 
man, justice of the peace and 
any other position required. Mrs.

Both were very 
well liked in the community and 
especially by the youngsters 
about town.

Prince Albert 
Logical Location 
For Pulp Mill 


WITH THE COMING OF SPRING there will be an increase in the 
numbe of cars on highways throughout Canada, and regrettably, there 
will t many motor accidents before the end of the season. In spite of 
road signs, traffic regulations, highway police patrols and other precaution¬ 
ary measures there are a large number of accidents every year, many of 
them involving loss of life. Incompetent drivers, faulty cars and failure 
to regard traffic regulations and speed limits cause many of these acci¬ 
dent. Sometimes, circumstances beyond the control of the drivers cause 
rAishaps on the road, but unfortunately a large percentage of the accidents 
each year are caused by some form of negligence. 


PRINCE ALBERT, Sask.-A pro¬ 
vincial government source said an 
expansion and development program 
for Prince Albert, resulting from the 
tentatively proposed construction of 
a pulpwood mill here, might include 
construction of an additional sub¬ 
urban town. 

C. R. Chrstie, fofester with the re¬ 
sources department, said foresters of 
the district believe Prince Albert is 
the most logical location for estab¬ 
lishment of a pulpwood mill in Sask¬ 
atchewan. 

Possible site fot the mill would be 
in the city’s east end. A new town 
could spring up around it. For every 
man employed at the mill about four 
would be needed in the field, result¬ 
ing in increased home building. 

Mr. Christie said the timber re¬ 
sources of ^Saskatchewan are such 
that if fully developed they would 
support several pulpwood mills. 
Prince Albert was the logical site 
for the first mill because it is cen¬ 
trally located in the province’s for¬ 
ested area and is an important trans¬ 
portation hub.

Called PtlbllC of Pennsylvania published a booklet entitled “Speed, 
p Ko 1 Public Enemy No. 1". While figures and conditions 

m y * given in that booklet would not necessarily corres¬ 
pond to those in any part of Canada, there are generalities in the facts 
presented which" would apply anywhere. A survey of the death rate from 
highway accidents in the United States in 1950_ showed that, the average 
rate was 7.5 deaths per 100 million miles of travel. In states where there 
was no maximum speed limit, but where motorists were bound only to 
drive with “reasonable care”, the ayerage number of fatalities was from 
5.1 to 11.5 per cent, higher than the national average. 


In states where the speed limit was 50 miles per 
hour; the death rate was 20 per cent, lower than 
the average, while in states where the limit was 45 
miles an hour the rate was 41.3 per cent, below 
the average. In Massachusetts, where the limit is 40 miles an hour, the 
death rate was 49.3 per cent, less than the national average. These figures 
show that there is a definite relationship between the speed limit and the 
number of fatal highway accidents. The booklet further points out that 
when cars are travelling at very high rates of speed the chance of escap¬ 
ing collision with other cars or with objects on the road is much less 
than when they are going at a moderate speed. Road conditions, the 
number of cars on the highways, and various other factors influence the 
number of accidents and no set of figures could be taken to apply every¬ 
where, but the facts gathered by the Pennsylvania State Highway Safety 
Bureau do point to the danger of driving at high speeds, and motorists 
would do well to bear these facts in mind wherever they may be driving.

PENTICTON, B.C.—As far as fruit farmers are concerned, the 
birds and bees are obsolete. Farmers in British Columbia's Okan¬ 
agan valley now fertilize their trees by shotgun.' It's not as silly 
as it sounds. From about 10 feet, the marksman fires a shell con¬ 
taining one-fiftieth of an ounce of pollen from a standard 12 
gauge shotgun. The pollen then settles on the blossoms and fer¬ 
tilizes them. 

Lawrence Bartlett, distributor for 
the pollen in B.C., said about five 
times as much pollen is being used 
this year as last. It follows relaxa¬ 
tion of regulations which formerly 
made it difficult to get the pollen 
because of the disease hazard. The 
pollen is gathered mostly in Cali¬ 
fornia and Oregon. 

One orchardist with 150 acres here 
will discharge 600 shells at cherries, 
delicious and winesap apples, D’Anjou 
and Barlett pears and Hale peaches. 

Some apricots and plums will be pol¬ 
linated artificially this year.

Proper weightlifting training will 
help an athlete increase skill, endur¬ 
ance, power and confidence no matter 
what their^sport.

As a resident of the Pass would you prefer the 
Frank Slide to become a Provincial Park ... or to con¬ 
tinue along its way of becoming a nuisance ground? 

A recent visit to this historic spot shocked the writer 
by the manner in which it is being used. Everywhere 
you look boxes, cans or parts of old cars show up be¬ 
tween the rocks. To speak plainly, such a condition is a 
disgrace and should be remedied. 

The Alberta government showed its respect for the 
dead of Frank a few years ago by prohibiting the post¬ 
ing of signs in the area .., they could do more by mak¬ 
ing the area a provincial park thus adding another 
drawing card for the tourist trade. Proper government 
supervision would eliminate such degradation of what 
should be considered sacred ground. 

The Pass and its special areas is as scenic as any 
point in the province yet it is being ignored in the gov¬ 
ernment’s publicity program.

A Trip to The 
Festival of Britain 

(by Mrs. Robert Parry) 

After an absence of 25 years 
it was good to see England once 
again, the lights of London es¬ 
pecially. Leaving Waterloo for 
Victoria station, I was greatly 
impressed by the millions of 
coloured lights, Lambeth Bridge 
looked like a scene from fairy¬ 
land. 

Arriving at Victoria station at 
midnight I was told by a porter 
that the Hastings train had al¬ 
ready left, but a voice piped up 
from behind me and said “Come 
on Duck here’s the midnight 
Festival Special, (the train leav¬ 
ing at midnight for Hastings.). 

What struck me most when I 
awoke the next morning was the 
beautiful green countryside. The 
weather was lovely, and my bro¬ 
ther and his wife called at my 
old home and took me for a love¬ 
ly drive to Seaford, and then on 
to Alfriston, where I visited Mrs. 
Peggy Price’s of Hillcrest, par¬ 
ents (Mr. and Mrs. Bartholo¬ 
mew), who were very pleased to 
see me. They even showed me 
the old Anderson shelter they 
used during the war. After a 
nice day in the country, we re¬ 
turned home and watched the 
T.V. Show, “Battersea Park 
Special”, which was very inter¬ 
esting. 

On arriving in London at 10 
p.m. we took a bus to Westmin¬ 
ster and stood on the embank¬ 
ment and stared in amazement 
at the South Bank Exhibition, 
which was just like stepping in¬ 
to another world; all one could 
see was a blaze of lights. It was 
quite a contrast to drive down 
to Harringay and see Barbara 
Ann Scott in “Rose Marie” on 
Ice, which features the Cana¬ 
dian Rockies, and The Chateau 
Frontenac, Quebec. We also en¬ 
joyed a visit to Kew Gardens, 
Madame Tussaud’s, Westminster 
Abbey, and St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
climbed the 470 steps up to the 
Whispering Gallery and up some 
more steps and out onto the bal¬ 
cony, where we could see all 
London, also the big gaps which 
once were prosperous business 
establishments before the blitz, 
and now are flower gardens. 

We spent a day at the South 
Bank Exhibition but I preferred 
Battersea Park myself which 
was much more amusing, the 
South Bank being much too 
scientific from a woman’s point 
of view. The exhibits were really 
interesting, the first fire engine 
which was used in London, the 
first locomotive, and the very 
modern engines also. The latest 
Jet engines were also on view, 
this was very interesting from a 
man’s point of view. 

Next we saw the Guiness clock 
which advertises Guiness’ Ales, 
this clock stands 15 feet high 
and strikes every 15 minutes, at 
the first stroke a sort of cupola 
lifts up and you suddenly dis¬ 
cover it is not a cupola at all but 
an umbrella, held by the Guiness 
Zookeeper, who emerges ringing 
a bell. Then the sun overhead 
begins to spin. From the top of a 
turret the Mad Hatter pops into 
view dropping a,'line down the 
side of it to a well; up comes a 
fish, grab goes the Mad Hatter, 
down drops the fish while an¬ 
other comes out of its mouth. 
Once more the Mad Hatter clut¬ 
ches wildly, missed! But here 
is another fish—and so it goes 
on. Meanwhile there has been 
some struggling in a chimney, 
a highly animated ostrich ap¬ 
pears above the clock face, a 
ring of familiar creatures from 
the Guiness zqo begins sedately 
revolving. Somewhere else—do 
not ask me where, a musical box 


is ringing merrily—after this, if 
you really want to know the 
time—ask a policeman! 

The South Bank exhibition is 
neither a museum of British cul¬ 
ture, nor a trade show of British 
wares, it tells the story of British 
contributions to world civiliza¬ 
tion in the arts of peace. In a 
visit to the pavilions, visitors see 
the past, continuing with the 
present, with a preview of the 
continuing future. 

The Dome of Discovery, which 
included the Land, Earth, Sky, 
Outer Space, Sea, Living World, 
and the Physical World, was too 
scientific in many ways for the 
ordinary person, haying only one 
day to spend at the South Bank, 
I wasn’t able to see very many 
of the exhibits. It would take 
quite a few days to visit them 
all, and . so we regretfully left 
London for Hastings, to begin 
packing for home and Coleman. 

NEW PLATES DO NOT 
DESIGNATE AREAS 


The new Alberta license plates 
of two numbers a letter and two 
more numbers will have no 
bearing on where the car is 
from. Unlike other years, you 
will not be able to look at the 
first couple of numbers and pick 
out a motorist from your own 
locality. However it appears that 
mast of the cars in the Pass 
area are carrying the letter W, 
although the same number doe3 
appear in other areas to some 
extent. 

The lower letters are issued 
in the Edmonton area with A, 
B and C, the plates going fur¬ 
ther down the alphabet as you 
come south. There are no special 
numbers set aside for doctors, 
police or government cars as 
was the case in the past.

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Local A.T.A. Hears 
Councillors Report 
On A.G.M. Meeting 

Members of the local A.TA. 
met In Blairmore on Tuesday, 
April 29 for their regular month¬ 
ly meeting. 

Councillors Miss Sellon of 
Blairmore and Mr. Nadeau of 
Coleman reported on the A.G.M. 
meeting held in Calgary during 
the Easter holidays. The big 


question brought up at this 
teachers’ meeting in Calgary was 
the teachers’ Pension Fund. At 
present the Fund has a 13 mil¬ 
lion dollar unfounded liability, 
and is causing teachers through¬ 
out the province great concern. 

The pension fund was inaug¬ 
urated in 1939, giving retiring 
teachers full benefits even 
though they may have paid little 
if anything into the fund. The 
result is that the fund is now 
insufficient to meet the required 
payments. The liability has been 
growing steadily, with the rise 


in wages only acting as a speed¬ 
ing up process. At present the 
stability of the fund is not 
threatened but should conditions 
continue as they now are for 
the next Tive years, then cause 
for anxiety is warranted. 

Some suggestions were put 
forward at the meeting to deal 
with the critical situation. One 
such remedy would take a ten 
yeaitteriod for basis of payment. 
Another remedy would be larger 
contributions to the fund, and a 
third Suggestion was to change 
the scheme entirely. The Hon.

Mr. Ivan Casey, minister of ed¬ 
ucation told the meeting that 
the provincial government was 
also quite concerned about the 
scheme and that the government 
was not prepared to do any¬ 
thing until there was evidence 
that the scheme was stable. 

The A.G.M. passer the resolu¬ 
tion that Mr. Coward of Toronto, 
who to a large extent drew up 
the scheme, be called in and 
meet with the executive to re¬ 
view the scheme. 

The second item of importance 
discussed at the meeting was 
the strike question. Mr. Casey 
criticized the teachers on their 
strike action. He told the meet¬ 
ing that under such action the 
body would not be acting in a 
professional manner. He said 
that the government, faced with 
strike ^ction from teachers, 
would nave no alternative but 
to appoint an arbitrative body 
and its decision would be bind¬ 
ing to all parties concerned. 

Mr. McKim Ross, in his reply 
to Mr. Casey, pointed out that 
teachers were under the Alberta 
Labor Act and were treated by 
the Act as another trade union. 
Under these conditions they (the 
teachers) could legally strike. 

Following the report from the 
councillors, the panel discussion 
on accumulative records was 
continued. In these discussions, 
problems concerning the keep¬ 
ing of these records were thresh¬ 
ed out. Mr. J. A. McKay, super¬ 
intendent of schools for the 
Pincher Creek Division and the 
Crow’s Nest Pass, was called up¬ 
on to reply to some of the prob¬ 
lems arising from the discussion. 

Following the closing of the 
meeting, the teachers were 
treated to a lunch put up by 
members of the Blairmore staff.
